as a dog run, Brown’s group will 
need the Parks Department and 
the community board to lap up 
the idea. 

“We’d need to hear from 
neighbors and see a clear pro- 
posal of how the group will 
maintain the space,” said Jer- 
emy Laufer, district manager of 
Community Board 7. Usually a 
community board will not sup- 
port a bid for a dog run until it 
sees a petition with several hun- 
dred signatures. 

Financing a dog run — which 
could incur several hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in lighting, 
fencing, plumbing and resurfac- 
ing costs — is another problem 
with no one-size-fits-all solution. 
In the past, money has come from 
local councilmembers’ discre- 
tionary funds, and even from lo- 
cal real-estate companies seek- 
ing to drive up home values.

“The group should be prepared 
to raise money towards installation 
and maintenance ofthe dog run,” 
said Parks Department spokes- 
man Phil Abramson. 

Brown’s organization — whose 
petition for a dog run is currently 
150 signatures strong — is still in 
the beginning stages of the pro- 
cess. Before even drafting an offi- 
cial proposal, it must get the com- 
munity to back it up. And that 
involves educating the public 
about the need for happy pets. 

“Dogs who get exercise and 
are properly socialized are better, 
more compliant pets , that make 
less of an impact on the areas 
they inhabit,” said Brown, add- 
ing that drug dealing around the 
vest-pocket parks has been in- 
hibited by increased four-legged 
traffic to the area. 


But everyone knows what’s going on: Down- 
town is temporarily Nontown. 

The Oro condo tower occupies a plot in 
the struggling-to-be-burgeoning commu- 
nity along the Flatbush Avenue corridor — 
which includes the more than 1,000 new units 
in the Oro and the soon to be livable To- 
ren and Avalon Fort Greene developments. 
If that isn’t enough competition for the lux- 
ury condo seller, there are also 1,553 other 
new units in the Downtown area — the re- 
sult of the controversial 2005 rezoning that 
encouraged high-rise construction between 
the Manhattan Bridge and Fulton Street. 

For Oro, the proximity to other condo tow- 
ers, both existing and under construction, has 
been part of the problem, according to some 
neighborhood brokers. 

“Oro and other towers, like the Avalon 
Fort Greene, are really under the gun,” said 
broker Roslyn Huebener, who says the prob- 
lems at the new luxury units stem from their 
unoriginal cookie-cutter designs. 

“In [the Oro] building there are [many] 
apartments that are exactly alike — and the 
people who like them, bought them and now, 
what do you do with the rest?” she added. 
“They are not original like other buildings 
with four or six different units. They’re put- 
ting a glut in their own buildings.” 

Downtown super-broker Chris Havens told 
The Brooklyn Paper the price cuts aren’t a 
case of desperation on the part of the devel- 
oper, but a dose of common sense. 

“Reality is setting in on pricing,” Havens 
said. “The coming year will see a lot more 
aggressive pricing to get down to the mar- 
ket price.” 

But Havens said that the big price cuts at 
Oro — which touts Manhattan-style ameni- 
ties like a doorman, a fitness center, a 50-foot

Dog owners in the canine no 
man’s land of the South Slope 
want their own dog run — but 
if past attempts are any indi- 
cation, they are barking up the 
wrong tree.

The building’s developer has cut prices — 
by up to 25 percent — on his remaining 180 
units at the 40-story Oro tower on Gold Street 
in an aggressive attempt to unload vacant apart- 
ments during what could be the nastiest real- 
estate disaster since the Great Depression. 

The development team spun the fire sale as 
an “aggressive pricing position” and a “great 
opportunity to make a solid, long-term in- 
vestment in a completed building in one of 
the fastest growing neighborhoods of New 
York City.”

For one day, at least, a peculiar 
piece of Cobble Hill history came 
back to life on Saturday, when the 
Vermont Market and Pharmacy — 
the victim of a decade of time-cap- 
sule-like existence at the corner of 
Henry and Sackett streets — re- 
opened with an old-fashioned street 
party with Maine lobster dinners, 
face painting, and craft beer from 
a yet-to-be-named new Brooklyn 
brewery. 

But the market, rechristened 
Brooklyn Farmacy, did not open 
the next day — or the next — lead- 
ing neighbors to wonder whether 
they had actually participated in 
the auspicious rebirth of the 19208- 
era pharmacy once known as Lon- 
go’s. 

The shop is owned by the reclu- 
sive Mark Stein, who had inher- 
ited the building from his father 
in 1992 and ran the pharmacy for 
a year before closing it, citing poor 
business. He later rented it to a trio 
from Vermont and one Brooklynite 
who sold homespun Green Moun- 
tain State products. But that busi- 
ness failed, too. 

Over the years, passers-by would 
peer through the dingy windows 
and see Stein puttering around as 
if ready to reopen, but the piles and 
piles of items from a pharmacolog- 
ical golden age — Pine Bros, cough 
drops, 26-year-old condoms, bouf- 
fant hair tonics — remained behind 
closed doors. 

“Every time I walked my dog I 
would look in here and think ‘What 
is going on with this place?”’ said 
Eva Kriz, 35, who was among the 
many who stopped by on Satur- 
day to browse the strange collection 


of objects. “This place was trashed, 
but it was just so full of interesting 
stuff.” 

Stein prefers not to talk about why 
he let the storefront remain in such 
shuttered decay. 

“I don’t really know why I kept 
it closed for so long. I can’t really 
say,” said the elusive landlord. 

Stein finally relented to a reopen- 
ing thanks to his residential tenants,

Suzanne Fiol, 49 

Nurturer of talent is dead

Suzanne Fiol, the visionary behind the 
Issue Project Room, a world-renowned hub 
for experimental music that was based in 
Gowanus, died on Monday after a battle 
with cancer. She was 49. 

“We are grief-stricken by Suzanne’s pass- 
ing ... and will devote ourselves to fulfilling 
her vision with the strength we draw from 
our memories of her,” the six-year-old arts 
center said in a statement on Tuesday. 

Such memories will no doubt include 
nights when Tom Verlaine of the band Tele- 
vision performed solo; or last year’s “Week 
of Noise” curated by Thurston Moore of 
Sonic Youth, among other triumphs. 

“Suzanne provided a space for creative 
art that challenged and pushed the limits,” 
Sonic Youth co-founder Lee Ranaldo told 
The Brooklyn Paper. “She was an incredibly 
dynamic and creative mover and shaker.” 

But Ranaldo said the vibe at Issue Proj - 
ect Room went beyond the music. 

“They’d cook a meal, everyone would eat 
together,” he said. “It was very European 
the way she cultivated community.” 

Fiol, who was not amusician, got her start 
in the business side of the art world at galler- 
ies in Manhattan. Issue Project Room started 
in 2003 in that other borough, but Fiol engi- 
neered the move to Brooklyn, first to Car- 



roll Gardens , but eventually to a fourth-floor 
walkupbuildinginGowanusbefore Two Trees 
Management, a real estate company, gave 
Fiol a 20-year lease on a new theater at 110 
Livingston St. in Downtown.

Cops sawed through bike 
locks andremovedtwo-wheel- 
ers from Williamsburg last 
week, spraying sparks across 
Bedford Avenue and spark- 
ing debate over the city’s der- 
elict bicycle policy. 

Officers fromNorthBrook- 
lyn’s 94th Precinct say the only 
bikes that they removed during 
their monthly patrol of Bed- 
ford Avenue in Williamsburg 
— the city’s cycling capital — 
were obviously abandoned. 

But an onlooker who cap- 
tured footage of the 8:30 pm 
removal on Oct. 1 claims at 
least two of the bikes targeted 
by cops were in fine shape. 

“They didn’t look like beat- There 
up bikes that had locked up enue. 
there forever — they looked said w 
like they were being used,” 
said Ben Running, a Green- 
point resident and cyclist who 
filmed police removing the 
bikes from a street sign near 
the corner of North Eighth 
Street. “Bikes shouldn’t be 
removed without some kind 
of notice.” 

So long as they do not al- 
ter or interfere with public 
traffic signals and signs, cy- 
clists can legally lock their 
bike to street fixtures — but 
police retain the right to re- 
move bikes that they deem 
“abandoned.” 

And that was the case on 
Bedford Avenue last Thurs- 
day, according to Officer 
Cole Pletka, coordinator of 
the 94th Precinct’s auxiliary 
program. 

“From a distance, they 
might have looked like they 
were rideable, but the bikes 
were on top of each and 
both wheels were bent,” said 
Pletka, who added that the 
bikes had been locked to the 
same no-parking sign for at 
least three months. 

Pletka said that officers 
only remove bikes that ex- 
hibit numerous signs of aban- 
donment including flat tires, 
missing handlebars and seats , 
and fully rusted chains. 

“It clears up parking and 
makes the street look nicer,” 

The owners of bikes con- 
fiscated during the sweep can 
recover their two-wheelers at 
the 94th Precinct stationhouse 
on Meserole Avenue — pro- 
vided they can prove owner-

“Removing abandoned 
bikes is certainly something 
the precincts should be ac- 
tively involvedin, but the way 
they are doing itnow they turn 
out clipping the bad and the 
good,” said Wiley Norvell, 
a spokesman for Transpor- 
tation Alternatives. 

The bike advocacy group 
and North Brooklyn’s Com- 
munity Board 1 transporta- 
tion committee have pushed 
for a “tag and clip” policy 
e lots of bikes parked all over Bedford Av- in which city officials would

Proponents say that such a 
program would protect bicy- 
cle commuters and clear up 
space for additional bicycle 
parking throughout the bor- 
ough. 

This isn’t the first time that 
the removal of locked bicy- 
cles in Williamsburg has be- 
come a controversy. 

Cyclists were enraged 
when officers removed bikes 
locked to the Bedford Avenue 
subway station in 2005. 
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TransGas wants to build its massive power plant 
underground, but judges said no. 

Judges axe 
power plant 


A new panel of judges struck down yet another ap- 
peal by an energy company that wants to build a power 
plant on the North Brooklyn waterfront last week, but 
the minds behind the gas and steam plant swear the fight 

TransGas Energy Systems is planning another ap- 
peal after state Appellate Court judges unanimously dis- 
missed the company’s proposal to construct a subterra- 
nean 1,1 10-megawatt power plant surrounded by parkland 
on the waterfront near N. 12th Street. 

“We will be seeking [an] appeal — we’re working 
on it already,” said TransGas attorney John Dax, who 
told The Brooklyn Paper that constructing an electric 
and steam cogeneration plant on land that is slated to 
become Bushwick Inlet Park would reduce the cost of 
electricity, lower air emissions, and reduce the city’s de- 
pendence on foreign oil. 

The judges Sept. 22 ruling affirmed a March 2008 de- 
cision that the initial rejection by the state’s power plant 
siting board was “not arbitrary, capricious, or an abuse of 
discretion,” because TransGas — which needs to lay pipes 
on and under city property — has refused to even attempt 
to gain necessary approvals from city officials. 

Insiders doubt that the state’s highest court, the Court 
of Appeals, will hear the latest TransGas appeal, mean- 
ing that the judges’ decision has likely cleared the way for 
work to begin on the 28-acre park after years of delays. 

That’s why Borough President Markowitz cheered 
the court’s decision this week. 

“This plan for a massive power plant with a 325 -foot 
smokestack [is] nothing more than blight along the East 
River,” the Beep said. “We need to now move ahead and 
build the much-needed Bushwick Inlet Park, which will pro- 
vide beautiful green space and access to the waterfront.”

Quaker values tested 

Brooklyn Friends school shouted down at meeting 


Quaker values were cer- 
tainly put to the test on Mon- 
day night when a group of 
angry State Street residents 
faced down officials from 
Brooklyn Friends School 
as they presented their con- 
troversial plan for a new edu- 
cational center between Hoyt 
and Bond streets. 

More than 200 residents 
of the block have signed on 
in support of the Quaker 
school’s proposal for a five- 
story, 400-student elementary 
school to replace the 
ing facility on Pearl S 
in Downtown — but 
of those supporters 
hand when the principal Mi- 
chael Nill, architect Paul Se- 
gal and traffic-consultant-for- 
hire Phil Habib said that the 
school would not increase car 
traffic to the street and the 
building itself would not be 

“Of course it will!” at least 
one voice yelled out. 

Others were more circum- 
spect, but no less enraged. 

“There just isn’t room on 
State Street to accommodate 
the heavy traffic flow to and 
from a school,” said resident 
Chris Aston. 

Habib, who was hired 
by the developer, said that 
the traffic patterns at the 
school’s current location on 
Pearl Street showed that “only 
18 percent of students ... are 
dropped off in cars.” 

But that location is steps 
away from the F and A/C 
station at Jay Street and one 
block from the transit hub at 
Borough Hall — much dif- 
ferent from the residential 
site on State Street at Hoyt 
Street, an area that is simi- 
lar to Bergen Street between 
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State Street residents (from left) Andre Goerges, Janet Liles, Alex Guillot and 
Jamieson Webster oppose a plan by Brooklyn Friends School to build a 
facility between Hoyt and Bond streets. 


Court and Smith streets, 
where the Brooklyn Heights 
Montessori School often an- 
gers neighbors with double- 
parked cars during drop-off 
periods. 

Habib did say that the 
State Street location could 
see “one-third more cars” — 
but that projection was seen 
as too low by opponents. 

“We need much more re- 
search [on] how the school 
traffic will develop at this 
very different location,” said 
Marci Rosa. Habib later ad- 
mitted that his firm had not 
examined the unique traffic 
patterns on State Street. 

The architectural render- 
ings, which showed a struc- 
ture built from natural mate- 
rials and consistent in scale 
with its neighbors, were less 
controversial, but were met 
with some disapproval be- 
cause the building would ac- 


commodate 100 more stu- 
dents than the current 300 
and include a gym on the first 
level and a roof-level play- 

P Segal assured commu- 
nity members that neither 
play area would be a source 

“That’s not true!” one op- 
ponent yelled. 

At that point, the school’s 
mild-mannered principal, 
who’d begun the evening with 
a speech about the Quaker 
ideals of peaceful conflict- 
resolution, threatened to 
leave, though he was coaxed 
back in Quaker fashion. 

The handful of opponents, 
who have organized under the 
banner, “Keep State Street 
Residential,” came together 
over their desire to ensure 
that several empty lots on 
the low-rise block be devel- 
oped to ensure that the area 


remain buffered from busy 
Downtown. 

The site in question was 
initially going to be a 29-unit 
residential building, but the 
developer, IBEC Building 
Corporation, changed plans 
when the real-estate market 
collapsed last year. 

That timing was perfect 
for Brooklyn Friends, which 
is overcrowded and has been 
searching for a new location 
for three years, Nill said. 

But before a school can 
be built, IBEC must get ap- 
proval because current zon- 
ing allows only low-rise res- 
idential development on the 
block. Five years ago, IBEC 
agreed to abide by that zon- 
ing, but now seeks a reversal 
from the Empire State Devel- 
opment Corporation, which 
has jurisdiction. 

The agency did not return 
calls for comment.

Library closing for two years

More details have emerged 
about the Brooklyn Public 
Library’s plans to shutter

A Clinton Hill brewery has released a new 
beer named for a fetid Brooklyn waterway. 
The good news is you can drink it. 

“Last year, we kicked off our ‘Putrid’ se- 
ries with our St. Gowanus Belgian pale ale,” 
said Kelso of Brooklyn 
brewmaster Kelly Tay- 
lor. “And since ‘kriek’ 
is a Belgian name for a 
beer flavored with sour 
cherries, we thought it 
was only fitting to name 
our new beer after the 
Newtown Creek.” 

A hastily arranged tasting in The Brooklyn Pa- 
per’s newsroom offered muted results (see video 
at BrooklynPaper.com), but Taylor insists that 
such sour beers are growing in popularity. 

“Lambic beers are the new India Pale Ale,” 
said Taylor referring to the hoppy staple of mi- 
crobreweries and beer bars. 

More than a year of fermentation, aging and 
flavoring went into the new microbrew, which 
will be available only in limited quantities in 
specialty beer bars. 

And with the filthy estuary in the news more 
than ever for its recently proposed Superfund 
designation, Kelly thinks the small supply will 
be cleaned up quickly.

Is this sandwich the best in the borough? 



I t’s the best thing on sliced 

Bay Ridge foodie Sarah 
Zorn’s high-end panini won 
top honors in the hotly con- 
tested Robicelli’s Gourmet 
Market sandwich tourney 
on Oct. 4, crafting an ethe- 
real mound of imported pro- 
sciutto, roasted eggplant, 
roasted grape tomatoes, Brie, 
and abalsamic reduction atop 
apressed ciabatta that earned 
itself a permanent spot on the 
Third Avenue eatery’s menu 
and, perhaps, the Brooklyn’s 
sandwich Pantheon. 

The 74th Street resident 
— who named her sandwich 
“The Main Ingredient” after 
her food podcast site — beat 
out about 20 other sandwich 
creators. 

And she did it by putting 
vegetarianism where it be- 
longs — in the culinary dust- 

Zorn’s original version 
of the delectable Dagwood 
featured heirloom tomatoes 
in place of the prosciutto — 
but she adapted her recipe 
after learning that Robicel- 
li’s doesn’t waste time with 
the substandard fruit except 
during the height of harvest 
in the late summer. 

“Robicelli’s very rightly 
doesn’t use tomatoes unless 
they’re perfect and prime,” 
Zorn said. “I understood where 


they stood regarding tomatoes, 
so I substituted prosciutto — 
and it tastes gorgeous.” 

Deli owner Matt Robi- 
celli — himself a cupcake 
genius — said Zorn’s sand- 
wich surpassed runners-up, 
which included Asian-style 
and pub-influenced sand- 
wiches, citing the saltiness 
of the prosciutto and its con- 
trast to the warm Brie and 
the savory veggies. 

“It was a great melody 
of flavors — hers was very 
unique,” saidRobicelli, who 
told The Brooklyn Paper he 
has already sold five of Zorn’s 
sandwiches. 

Not only will “The Main 
Ingredient” be available on 
the menu at Robicelli’s for 
good, but Zorn will also 
receive one free sandwich 
from the Third Avenue eat- 
ery each week. (That’s worth 
real money, considering that 
the Zorn costs $8.99 each.) 

Ever the foodie, Zorn 
promised to use the award 
to sample the entire menu, 
instead of just noshing on her 
own creation. 

“Maybe I’ll order it the first 
time I go in there, but then 
i2 I’ll just order it every once 
" in a while to make sure that 
it’s still quality,” said Zorn, 
J. who also won a cool $100 in 
the contest.

Everyone in Bay Ridge is talking 
about food blogger Sarah Zorn’s re- 
nowned panini, which took home the 
grand prize the Robicelli’s Gourmet 
Market sandwich contest at the Third 
Avenue Festival on Sunday — but 
what do the minds and mouths of the 
Fourth Estate have to say? 

After downing a few Zorns, The 
Brooklyn Paper’s elite team of food 
journalists concurred that concoc- 
tion — which comprises prosciutto, 
roasted tomato and eggplant. Brie, 
and a balsamic reduction atop ciab- 
atta — earned its praise. 

’This is exceptional — don’tchange 
a thing!” said Senior Reporter Ben 
Muessig. “It takes a special sandwich 
to carry a $9 pricetag, but this sand- 
wich is just that special.” 

Newly anointed Brooklyn Paper re- 
porter Will Yakowicz called the sand- 



wich “harmonious and balanced,” and 
later suggested that the combination 
of interplay between the roasted egg- 
plant, warm Brie, and salty prosciutto 
was “historic.” 

But Brooklyn Paper naysayer and 
editor Gersh Kuntzman deemed the 


Brie too “gummy . . . gummy” and 
the eggplant too chunky, suggest- 
ing instead an aged provolone and 
a more thinly sliced vegetable med- 
ley. 

“I don’t use chunks of eggplant — 
I just don’t do it,” Kuntzman said.

Help Downtown rise 


T his week’s news of a price slash at 
one of Downtown Brooklyn’s new 
luxury towers has been greeted by 
some as evidence that the city’s dream 
of creating an exciting, 24-7 residential 
neighborhood along Flatbush Avenue be- 
tween Fulton Street and the Manhattan 
Bridge is a failure. 

Sorry, cynics, but it is just a tempo- 
rary setback. Price adjustments are com- 
mon when reality finally catches up with 
an initial Boomtown mentality — and 
some developers certainly were guilty of 
over-hyping the area after the 2005 up- 
zoning encouraged high-rise construc- 
tion along the Flatbush Avenue corridor. 
Some cookie-cutter units were priced 
too high, but the market has taken care 
of that, forcing price cuts. 

The developers will still make then- 
profits, and the units will soon be occupied 
by eager young Brooklyn families who 
have been priced out of Manhattan. 

As a result, the naysayers are wrong: 
Downtown will rise again. 

But there’s one big “if.” 


Luxury condos will thrive — 
but developers need to foster 
retail life on the street level. 


The main problem with the urban 
planners’ dream of a thriving residen- 
tial community is that there’s nothing to 
do Downtown — nothing for the buy- 
ers of these thousand or so new luxury 
units to do with their cash. 

All of the new buildings on the strip 
include retail storefronts, but to date, 
none of the developers have done enough 
to create a lively community where it’s 
needed most: on the street level. 

Every retail space along Flatbush Av- 
enue is critical, largely because of dead 
zones created by the empty lot where 
the Albee Square Mall used to stand; 
the campus-like Flatbush Avenue side 
of Long Island University; and, most 
glaringly, the Metrotech office complex, 
whose Flatbush Avenue side is fronted 
by unused storefronts that could house 


a variety of attractions that draw pedes- 
trians to the area. 

Worse, the city’s heavily fortified 
911 call center, at the comer of Tillary 
Street and Flatbush Avenue, destroys any 
possibility of having a true gateway to 
Brooklyn. That center must be moved 
to a more secure, less socially deaden- 
ing area. Why an emergency call cen- 
ter needs to be on the ground floor of 
a building in a burgeoning residential 
community is beyond us. 

Fornow, though, developers have taken 
a “build it and they will come” approach, 
believing thatmerely constructing their de- 
luxe apartments in the sky will be enough 
to foster a community in Downtown. But 
a true community isn’t only a function of 
how many people bed down at night on 
the 33rd floor — it’s a reflection of the 
shopkeepers, the bar owners, the restau- 
rant managers and the service providers 
who bring their entrepreneurial spirit and 
vitality to the neighborhood. 

Developers neglect them at their own

The Atlantic 
Yards talk 
continues 

To the editor, 

For the last six years, architects and planners have sat 
idly as our craft has been reduced to window-dressing for 
Forest City Ratner’s Atlantic Yards urban renewal scheme 
(“A new ballgame,” Sept. 11). We have watched silently 
as design has been used as bait by Mr. Ratner, who has 
wrought physical destruction and sown false social di- 
visions among the great neighborhoods of Brooklyn. 

For the last half-decade, most of us have confused 
cynicism with realpolitik as we have accepted Ratner’s 
collusion with certain public officials. We sat still as 
they circumvented the city’s Uniform Land Use Review 
Procedure, thus effectively disenfranchising every New 
Yorker. And our continued silence equals complicity in 
their ongoing attempt to abuse eminent domain laws for 
their undeniably private benefit. 

For the last month, we have spent too much time de- 
bating aesthetics, when the important Atlantic Yards is- 
sues have always been questions of urbanism. There is 
real tragedy in the fact that some of our best design tal- 
ent, first Frank Gehry and now SHoP Architects, have 
been enlisted by Ratner in his efforts to run roughshod 
over the people of New York. 

Our time is up. Those on all sides of the debate agree 
that the rail yards should be developed, but our challenge 
as architects and planners is to work for smart growth that 
benefits the city physically, environmentally, and socially. 
On this Brooklyn site, it is possible for our profession to 
play a strong role in shaping a better urban future. We 
should be leaders in the complex negotiations between 
developers and communities, rather than hiding behind 
simplistic claims of realism that create a false choice be- 
tween resistance to and engagement with the market. 

These challenges go beyond ethics to questions of 
our collective ambition — the ambition to be stewards 
of, and advocates for, the built environment. In the case 
of the Atlantic Yards, there is still time, but architects, 
planners, and critics must collectively commit to redi- 
recting and reopening this debate toward the big issues 
of urbanism, the environment, politics, and civic life. 

For architects, Atlantic Yards is about leadership, ac- 
countability, responsibility, and societal obligations. 

Atlantic Yards is not, and has never been, about the 
arena.
